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Handling builders’ Hardware 
at a Profit 


Conditions to be Met, Stock to Carry and Simple, 
Inexpensive Methods of Sampling

OW the hardware slogan has changed! When 
H you meet a dealer to-day, the first thing he 

asks is “How are prices?” While always 
before it was, “How is business?” The question 
of price is the paramount issue with the average 
hardware dealer at this time, and one that is 
causing him a lot of worry and uneasiness for fear 
that he will be caught with a lot of “war-time” 
priced goods on his shelves when peace is declared, 
or when the market slumps back to what he terms 
normal. If he has purchased all the goods on his 
shelves as cheaply as he has the builders’ hardware, 
he has no cause for worry, as the prices of to-day 
are comparatively low, and the builders’ hardware 
manufacturer will have to have a lot of pressure 
brought to bear on him if he is to be put back on 
the same price basis as before the war. He realizes 
that he has always “marketed his product too close 
to its cost.” 


An Ample Stock for the Average Retail Dealer 


The question has been brought up time.and again, 
as to how much builders’ hardware stock a dealer 
should carry. There are no set rules that can be laid 
down to enable one to intelligently determine this, 
but as a basis to work on I would like to give a few 
figures. 

Suppose the dealer has $2,000 invested in build- 
ers’ hardware, and turns this over four times a 
year, making a total of $8,000. By adding his profit 
to this $8,000, which is not less than 25 per cent, 
it makes a total business of $10,000. If he has 
not turned his builders’ hardware stock over four 
times a year there is something radically wrong, 
and he is either carrying too large a builders’ hard- 
ware stock or too many obsolete items. It would 
be well for him to analyze his stock and dispose of 
these obsolete items, even at a sacrifice, in order 
to get the money working again in active stock. 

I know there will be a great many dealers who 
will take exception to making 25 per cent profit on 
builders’ hardware, and the majority of them are 
not doing it, but that is not the fault of “builders’ 
hardware,” but rather the fault of the dealers them- 
selves. 

A Dealer with the Wrong Idea 


I would like to recite a little instance that hap- 
pened to me a short time ago. My company in- 
structed me to go to a certain town in the Middle 


West and figure on an office building job for our 
dealer. I arrived in the town in the morning, and 
immediately went to the dealer’s store, where I was 
shown the set of plans and specifications for a small 
office building, which I had figured by noon. The 
dealer invited me to go to luncheon with him at 
his club. As we walked up the street he pointed,

with considerable pride, to the different prominent 
buildings for which he had furnished the finishing 
hardware. As he had been in business for about 
fifteen years, had a very fine store, all equipped 
with modern fixtures, and carried a stock of about 
$20,000, I naturally supposed that he had been 
making a good profit on his sales. You can imagine 
my surprise when, after I had handed him my esti- 
mate of cost on this office building, he asked me 
if I thought 5 per cent too much to add for his 
profit. I explained to him that he could not possibly 
handle this job at a profit of 5 per cent and have a 
dollar left after the job was completed; but 5 per 
cent was his limit, and he did not propose to lose 
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the order even though he had to furnish the mate- 
rial without a profit. He had his own way, and 
took the job on the 5 per cent basis. 


The Banker’s Opinion of the Dealer Who Is Afraid to 
Take a Profit 


When I returned to the hotel I found a letter from 
our treasurer asking me to investigate the financial 
standing of this customer, as he had been doing 
business with us a good many years, but had always 
been s:ow pay. I naturally went to the banker for 
information, who gave me the following: 

“Mr. Blank is one of our best citizens, a hard, 
conscientious worker, who attends strictly to busi- 
ness, and he is hard up all the time for just one 
reason—he is afraid to take a profit.” 

I would like to know how many dealers there are 
in the country who are placing themselves in the 
same class as this man. Some time when you have 
a few minutes to spare it would prove worth while 
for you to talk with your banker and ask for his 
frank opinion of your methods. I predict that your 
hardware business will prove more profitable if you 
follow the advice he gives. 


A Substitute for the Expensive Builders’ Hardware 
Sample Room 


A great many dealers are not pushing the sale 
of builders’ hardware. They feel that they cannot 
afford to invest in a large and elaborate sample 
room; or, if so inclined, have not sufficient space 
in their store for it. 

The rack that is illustrated in this article should 
be copied by every dealer who has not a sample 
room in which to display builders’ hardware. This 
rack is so constructed that it accommodates panels 
4 x 24 in. on the bottom rail, on which the store 
door and sectional handle panels are displayed. 

The center section of the rack, upon which the 
front ‘door knobs and escutcheons are placed, is 
made for panels 4 x 15 in. The inside sets are 
arranged in the upper section on panels 4! x 12 in. 
The floor board on the bottom can be used for 
mounted samples or loose locks. 

The rack is inexpensive, and the millman in your 
town will be able to construct at a nominal charge 
a similar one from the details given herewith. 

If the dealer will go to the trouble of having one 
of these racks constructed, he will find it one of 
the most profitable assets in his store, as it takes 
up very little room, and is what might be termed 
“A portable sample display.” It can be placed in 
the window, or, when not in use, in any part of 
the store, and it always looks attractive. 

We show this rack as it appears with the samples 
arranged on it. There are seventeen panels 41% x 12 
in. in the upper section, nineteen panels 4 x 15 in, 
in the middle section, and sixteen panels 5 x 24 in. 
in the lower section, making a total of fifty-one 
panels, which should easily hold enough samples 
to satisfy any dealer’s clients who might be in the 
market for builders’ hardware. 


Manufacturers Willing to Co-operate with Dealers 


The factories are making a very equitable ar- 
rangement with the dealers about furnishing sam- 
ples, and I believe that most of them are doing so 
on the following basis. 

The hardware that is placed on the boards is 
figured up at regular list and discount, and the 
dealer is allowed 50 per cent beyond this price; or, 
in other words, the dealer stands half the cost of 
the hardware used as samples and the factory the 
other half. There is an additional charge for mount- 
ing and for the panels, but inasmuch as factories 
are just as anxious to have you display their goods 
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as you are to display them, the dealer can always 
make satisfactory arsangemenis for a good sample 
line. 

if you are not already displaying builders’ hard- 
ware, the suggestions outlined will enable you to do 
so at no great expense, and a careful handling of 
your stock will show you a handsome profit. 


Three Rules to Be Observed in Winning Success 


In closing, I want to call attention to three rules 
that absolutely musi be observed if the retail dealer 
is to make a success of the builders’ hardware busi- 
ness. 

First: All obsolete stock must be disposed of, 
and only staple lines in standard finishes carried. 

Second: Dealers and salesmen must learn to fig- 
ure contract jobs, and must have the same knowl- 
edge of the builders’ hardware line a sof other items 
of stock. 

Third: The stock must be prominently displayed, 
and must be marked so as to carry a legitimate 
profit. 

Every item of obsolete stock carried adds to the 
dealer’s overhead expense without contributing to 
his sales. Lack of knowledge, and inability to figure 
the bigger jobs, results in loss of sales, and cuts 
down profits without lessening expense. Goods not 
displayed are seldom sold, but act as “loafers” on 
the job. Finally, the dealer is entitled to a fair 
profit, and unless he demands it he cannot remain 
in business. 

Health is a mighty fine thing to possess, but it 
is not exactly what we are in the hardware business 
for. 

The whole secret of retail success is founded on 
the one word “profit.” It’s a small thing to look 
for, but a big thing to find. The future of the 
builders’ hardware business depends upon the abil- 
ity of the dealer to locate it and put it on the active 
list.

“You sell us tires and make us all kinds of 
promises about guaranteed mileage and fair ad- 
justments and service and all that, and then when 
we come in and bring your rotten, old tires back 
with the plain proof that they are no good, you try 
to blame it on us!” 
“But, my dear sir!” The Branch Manager tried 
to soothe his wrathful customer; “we only guar- 
antee against defects in material and workmanship. 











You must see that we can’t afford to replace tires 
which wear out in hard: service when the fault is 
plainly yours, and when i 

“Didn’t I tell you that my friend Jones, here, put 
on a pair of your non-skids the very same day that 
I did? Didn’t I tell you that he has driven his car 
4900 miles since, and I’ve only gon2 3867? His 
tires are as good as new, as far as I can see to-day

talk your company into money—come out on the 
street and look at mine! Not a sign of a tread left 
on the right rear and the left cracked all around 
the side walls!” 

The Branch Manager looked helplessly up into 
the smiling face of the Traveling Tire Salesman, 
who leaned, an interested though silent listener, 
against the counter. Two or three motorist cus- 
tomers waiting attention stood about taking in 
every word. The Indignant Driver was red-faced 
and wrathful, and it was easily to be seen that the 
next tires he bought wou!d not be from this branch!

“It isn’t my job to try to hang things on owners. 
In fact, it isn’t anybody’s job in this concern. We 
usually let the owner do the hanging, and, if he 
won’t, why we give him an adjustment whether he’s 
entitled to it or not. That’s one of the reasons tires 
bring high prices—service, and the unreasonable 
demands of owners who don’t know tires!” 

“You mean I’m unreasonable?” The voice was 
truculent. 

“Gracious, no! I'll never call you unreasonable, 
3ut some people are, you know,” was the soft an- 
swer. “Now, last week I had a case somewhat like 
yours. But we jacked up the customer’s car and 
we found out—he found out, you know—that the 
tire wasn’t to blame.” 

“Jacked up—found out? 
puzzled the Indignant Driver. 

“How long since you had your brakes adjusted?” 

“Why—why—I don’t know. They work all right. 
What’s that got to do with it?” 

The Traveling Tire Salesman made no answer. 
He turned to the store, and brought back a jack. 
With it he raised the left rear from the ground. 

“Tommy,” he called to a young workman stand- 
ing near, “jump in and put on the service brake— 
hard!” 

Tommy did as he was bidden. The Branch Man- 
ager choked a smile. The Indignant Driver looked 
puzzled and sneered a little to his friend Jones. As 
if brakes had anything to do with it—and it was 
the right rear, not the left, that was worn, anyway. 
The Traveling Tire Salesman must be a fool! 

“Got it down hard?” inquired the “Fool.” 

“Yes, sir—fur as she goes!” 

The Traveling Tire Salesm7n walked to the raised- 
up wheel, took the spokes in his hands and moved it,

easily. Then he put one hand in his pocket and re- 
volved the wheel with the other. 

“Sure she’s on hard?” he inquired. 

“Can’t put her no further, sir—down to the board 
now.” 

The Traveling Tire ‘Salesman straightened up, 
dusted his hands and turned to the Indignant 
Owner. 
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“When brakes lock rear wheels so the wheels skid, 
the pavement, road or surface beneath the locked 
tires tears the rubber off the fabric like a file,” he 
stated simply. “So we don’t have brakes adjusted 
to lock wheels. But the force of pulling on the rub- 
ber is there whenever we apply the brakes, whether 
we go to the extreme of locking the wheels or not. 
Every time we apply brakes we wear the tread of a 
tire, just as we wear it more in proportion to time 
when we start up a car than when the car is run- 
ning. 

'“You say you haven’t adjusted the brakes for a 
long time—apparently not since you put on these 
two tires. You have seen that your service brake 
holds only on the right rear. In other words, for 





the almost four thousand miles you have driven, all 
the stopping has been done by the right rear, and 
all the wear and tear of stopping has been on the 
tread of the right rear. That’s why it is all gone.

“Say, lend me that jack, will you?” cut in one of 
the motorists standing around. “I want to see 
whether I’ve been playing the idiot, too—no offense, 
sir, I hope!” He turned, grinning, to his own car. 

“I—why—er x 

“Oh, come; be a sport!” cried Jones. 

“Of course, it isn’t yuur fault,” came the unwill- 
ing words. “I—I didn’t know the brake had any- 
thing to do with it. I—I can see I am not entitled 
to an adjustment on that tire. But how about the 
other one—the one that has cracked side walls?” 

The Traveling Tire Salesman looked at it a mo- 
ment. Then he took a gage from his pocket, un- 
screwed the cap, and tested the pressure. 

“Thirty-five!” he read slowly. “See?” holding 
up the gage. “And that’s a thirty-two by four. 
Ought to have eighty pounds!’ 

“But—but I do pump up my tires!’ sputtered the 
Indignant Motorist. “Every month, regularly!” 

There was a snicker from the group. They hadn’t 
dared laugh before, because you can’t tell just by 
looking at him how long a man has driven a car. 
But now they knew. 

“Your first car, isn’t it?” asked the Traveling Tire 
Salesman. “Driven about eight or nine thousand 
miles?” 

The Indignant Driver nodded. 

“Well, it’s a shame!” The Traveling Tire Sales- 
man’s voice was sympathetic. “I have said right 
along that tire people don’t do enough to educate the 
new driver. Of course, just as ignorance of the 
speed law doesn’t help you with the cop, so ignorance 
of tire law won’t help you with the adjuster. But 
it’s a shame, just the same. If you’ve time, I'll 
tell you a few things that may be useful to your 
pocketbook——_”” 

The Indignant Driver had time. He saw that he 
had no grounds for demanding new tires for old. 
And forty-some dollars for two rears every four 
thousand miles was an appalling prospect. Several 
other motorists had time, too. They draped them- 
selves about on counter and chairs and the Travel- 
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ing Tire Salesman, in his pleasant soft voice, ex- 
pounded what he called tire-law. 

“This matter of pressure,” he began, “isn’t a bluff. 
We tire people don’t ask you to keep tires inflated 
to twenty pounds per inch of cross section just for 
fun. You see, a tire is made of two things—rubber 
and fabric. The function of the rubber is to pro- 
tect the fabric from wear—in the inner, of course, 
it’s to hold the air. The function of the fabric is 
to resist pressure—of air on the inside, and of 
blows from stones, bumps, thank-you-ma’ams and 
other road roughnesses from the outside. 

“No fabric made could do it alone. So we have 
a cushion of air behind the fabric to take any one 
shock—like hitting a stone—and cushion it, dis- 
tributing that shock all over the tire. 

“Now, fabric can wear, just like any other ma- 
terial. Friction wears it, and bending back and 
forth wears it. When you run half inflated the 
side walls of the tire are bent in and out, in and 
out, with every revolution of the wheel. Finally it 
breaks, and you have a side-wall blowout.” 

“You mean a tire can wear out from the inside?” 
came a question. : 

“Certainly. Suppose you take a leather and steel 
tread—the kind of thing they sell you to put on an 
old tire. Put it on a brand new tire. You might 
think you could run that tire until the leather and 
steel were worn out, and then put on a new tread 
and repeat and so on indefinitely. But nothing like 
that is possible. The case will wear, internally, no 
matter how protected externally. And that wear is 
greater in proportion, as the tire is under-inflated.” 

“Well, why not over-inflate, then, and be on the 
safe side?” the Branch Manager asked, not that he 


didn’t know, but he wanted the point brought out. — 


“Because to do so would be to destroy the cush- 
ioning effect of the air,” was the quick answer. 
“With proper inflation the tire gives, to a sharp 
blow. But over-inflation is like filling the tire with 
solid material—when it strikes a sharp stone the 
stone cuts through rubber and fabric alike. Too 
much inflation means numerous stone bruises and 
the resulting blowouts!” 

“Well, tell me this,” said the Indignant Driver’s 
friend Jones, “my front tires wear out as fast as 
my rears. Yet I have always understood that the 
greatest wear comes in the rear. Why is it?” 

“Your understanding is correct,” answered the 
Traveling Tire Salesman. ‘Normal wear is greater 
on rears than on front for two reasons. First, be- 
cause the rear normally carries the greater weight, 
and second, because the rear not only gets the 
greater road shocks because of greater weight but 
gets the wear and tear starting and stopping. Your 
trouble is probably that of front wheels out of 
line.” 

“Got you there, anyhow!” cried Jones exultantly. 
“IT measured ’em yesterday, myself, and they are 
exactly parallel!” 

The Traveling Tire Salesman permitted himself 
the luxury of a small but understanding smile in 
the general direction of the Branch Manager. 

“Yes,” he said, “a whole lot of people make that 
same mistake, and I don’t blame them. If you will 
go to your car and shake your front wheels by hand, 
you find that both of them have a little side play. 
The effect of that play is that when running both 
your wheels tend to ‘toe out.’ It is the nature of 
front wheels, the way they are mounted, to attempt 
to turn their fronts away from and their rears 
toward each other, except in a few cars which are 
mounted with the spindles so far in front of the 
axles that they have what is known as a ‘caster’ or 
‘tracker’ action. To correct this tendency to ‘toe 
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out,’ front wheels should be so adjusted that when 
the car is at rest the distance between the two rims 
in front is from a quarter to three-quarters of an 
inch less than the distance between the rims to the 
rear. The distance depends on size of wheel and 
amount of play. 

“With this adjustment properly made, the wheels 
run exactly parallel when the car is under way, and 
there is no wear on the treads from scraping upon 
the road. But if your wheels ar exactly parallel 
at rest, they ‘toe out’ in use an amount equal to the 
sum of play in both of them. Your tires then have 
the treads slowly but surely scraped away by the 
road. All careful drivers examine the front treads 
from time to time, and at the first symptom of a 
slantwise wear, take their cars to the shop to have 
the front wheels properly lined up. 

“A few minutes ago you spoke of pumping up your 
tires once a month. If you’d said ‘week’ you’d have 
been nearer the mark. The great mistake many 
tire users make is to suppose that air stays in tires 
provided there is no puncture or leaky valve. 

“Air does nothing of the kind. Air leaks through 
rubber. And a new tire needs pumping up more 
often than an old, because the oxygen, which is about 
a fourth of the air, leaks out much more quickly 
than the nitrogen, which is the rest of it. By the 
time your tire has been pumped up to pressure a 
half a dozen times, the contents is mostly nitrogen 
and the tire stays inflated better. But even nitro- 
gen leaks out. The thinner the inner, the quicker 
the leak. Pump your tires up every week, test every 
one with a gage and it will be money in your 
pocket.” 

“More to this tire business than one would 
think!” Jones filled in the pause. “Got something 
more to tell?” 

“There are a lot of things which cause wear and 
tear on tires,” the Traveling Tire Salesman agreed. 
“I don’t wonder owners get huffy sometimes and 
say the tires are at, fault. But before I go any 
further let me say this: I’m in the business, have 
been for years, and I know what I am talking about. 
Not one of the makers of standard tires—Fisk, 
Firestone, Nobby Treads, Hood, Ajax, Pennsylvania 
Oil Cup, Goodyear, Goodrich—the whole lot of 
them, but is not only willing but anxious to make 
an adjustment wherever an adjustment is called for. 
Get it into your heads, you tire users, that no one 
who makes tires wants them to wear out quickly 
so you will come back for more. If we could make 
a tire that would run twenty thousand miles we’d 
be the happiest people in the world! Why, we’d 
be the only people selling tires as soon as it became 
known! We want our tires to wear long, longer, 
longest—for then you’ll come back and not wander 
after strange makes. 

“That’s why we yow! about inflation, and want- 
ing you to keep your brakes adjusted, and your 
front wheels lined up right, and a lot of other 
things.” 

“Well, tell me this, then,” put in one of the in- 
terested listeners. ‘What causes the majority of 
blowouts?” 

“I dont know,” was the frank answer. “But I 
can tell you one of the principal causes. Of course, 
stone bruises always mean blowouts eventually. But 
a stone bruise oftener means what seems to be a 
puncture. You get a stone bruise—that is, a broken 
fabric thread right through to the inner tube. 
Water gets in and the fabric rots a little. The hole 
gets a little bigger. The air pressure in the tube 
drives it into the hole in the fabric. The fabric 
bites down on the inner tube every time the wheel 
turns over. Result—the inner gets a hole bitten in 
it, out comes the air—and there you are! Now, if 
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you mend your inner yourself the chances are you 
neglect the little hole in the casing. What you ought 
to do is put a lining patch on inside and have the 
outside vulcanized or else stuff it with dough. But 
you don’t. And the hole grows and rots and rots 
and grows, and—blowout!” 

“They are not all like that, though,” said Indig- 
nant Driver. “I had a brand-new tube blowout 
once!” 

“Many a blowout is caused in the tool box long 
before the tire gets on the rim,” smiled the Travel- 
ing Tire Salesman. “For some peculiar reason most 
drivers think that rubber is not subject to wear 
like any other material. You buy inner tubes and 
throw them into your tool box, there to bang around 
with the pliers and the nuts, the monkey wrench 
and the spare wire, the odds and ends of metal, 
until you are ready for it. Some day you have a 
blowout or puncture on the road and get down off 
the seat with a smile. ‘Got you fixed up right now, 
Mr. Tire!’ you announce for the benefit of your pas- 
sengers, and to show them how thoughtful you are 
you drag forth the inner and exhibit it. Then you 
put it in and—chances are find it won’t hold air. 
If it does, it blows out in a few miles, and you 
come frothing at the mouth to the dealer who sold 
you a rotten tube! 

“What has happened is that the tube has been 
nicked or pinched or worn. If you’d keep the tube 
in the original box and throw in a handful of tale 
before you close the box you’d not have this experi- 
ence. The talc prevents friction and wear—and 
tale is cheap. 

“Indeed, talc is very cheap. But how many of 
you dust any in the casing when putting in new 
inner tubes? Mighty few! How many of you care- 
fully dust out the new casing before putting in the 
new tube? You change tubes in a dusty road—a 
few pieces of dirt or sand in the casing will cut 
the tube to ribbens in a short time. If your casing 
is clean, still you need tale to avoid a pinch when 
you inflate. I know a man who had seven inner 
tube blowouts in one week, and finally traced them 
to an inefficient tire workman who pinched every 
inner he put in place! Use plenty of tale and beat 
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the barely distended tire well all around before 
you pump her up hard and you won’t have any 
pinched inners!” 

“Oh, I’m not through!” as Indignant Driver 
changed his position. “I could tell you a great deal 
more, but you wouldn’t remember it long! You’ll 
have to learn by experience, I suppose. For in- 
stance, I could tell you that you are due for a blow- 
out almost any moment,” turning to Jones. “You 
have a tire with a half inch cut in it which has been 
there for some time.” 

“How do you know I didnt make it yesterday?” 
asked Jones curiously. 

“Because you’ve a blister about a foot away from 
it which probably comes from that cut. Blisters 
don’t form in a minute. If sand has worked into 
that cut to form a blister a foot away, oil and water 
have crept in to rot the fabric. It will save you

the shock, endure all the heat and get the least at- 
tention of anything about a car. But almost al- 
ways ” and the Traveling Tire Salesman turned 
with his winning smile to Indignant Driver. ‘Al- 
most always when we can get people to listen we 
find them just as willing to pay for their mistakes 
as we are willing and anxious to replace a really de- 
fective tire.” 

The Indignant Driver smiled in return. ' “You 
w_n,” he said briefly. “You hung it on me. Let me 
off that meal of tires I promised to eat if you did, 
and—lI’ll keep ’em pumped up in future, attend to 
my brakes, use talc, mind my cuts, generally be- 
have myself and buy for the crowd!”

If You Give or Intend to Give Km- 


ployees a Share of the Profits, 
Read This

( observation is that more and more employ- 
M ers, not oniy manufacturers, but wholesale.s 

und ic.aue.s, are adopting the plan of speed- 
ing up their emp.oyees by offering them a share in 
the p.oii.s. 1 nave come into personal contact with 
a number of thcs2 plans and believe they work out 
very we.l. Many emp:oyers using them, however, 
err in not making the payment of the employee’s 
share of the p.ofics dependent on his remaining in 
the employ up to the very day of distribution. 

A cas2 was recently decided in Pennsylvania 
which compelled a manufacturer to give a share in 
eleven months’ profits to a discharged employee. 
Another case almost like it has been decided by the 
highest court of Wisconsin. The Pennsylvania case 
is exceedingly interesting. A Pennsylvania choco- 
late manufacturer had a plan of giving certain of 
his emp!oyees a profit-sharing bonus amounting to 
20 per cent of their wages. An employee named 
Snyder worked a year and got his. In the envelope 
with it came a note reading thus: 

“We hope that the coming year will see each one 
of our employees taking a little more active interest 
in the welfare of the business in which they share 
the profits. “By every employee giving this busi- 
ness their best efforts and their work the closest 
atter*+‘-~. our mutual interests will be materially 
benefited.” 





Snyder worked along into the second year, and 
had worked eleven months of it when they dis- 
charged him. It does not appear what for. One 
monin later, the company handed its employees the 
usual 20 per cent bonus, but Snyder was out, and 
there was no envelope for him. He demanded it, 
but the company refused it and he sued, carrying 
the case clear up to the Appeal Court. The latter 
said he was entitled to his bonus, because there 
was no contract or arrangement between him and 
his former employer limiting the right to the bonus 
to the employees who remained in the service up to 
the time of distribution. 

Let me reproduce the following from the Appeal 
Court’s decision: 

“If we examine the letter (reproduced above) 
which accompanied the first year’s bonus, we can 
readily see that the purpose of the offering of the 
bonus was that the employees might continue to 
work for the defendant company, and that in their 
continuing in its employ, they might render more 
efficient service. It will be perceived that the letter 
concedes to the employee that he is a sharer in the 
profits. The position the defendant company takes 
is that this additional compensation was a mere gra- 
tuity and that no legal ob'igation can arise from ‘a 
source so casual and unintended.’ 

“We may assume that the payment of the addi- 
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tional wages was dependent upon the success of 
the business and that there was no absolute promise 
to pay a definite sum contained in the letter above 
referred to. What amount was to be distributed 
was to be determined by the board of directors. It 
was certain that the workmen were to have a share 
in the profits, if any were made. The promise was 
that at the end of the year there would be some 
distribution of profits, if any were made, and after 
the company fixed the amount which was to be dis- 
tributed, all the laborers employed by the company 
who had taken employment under the promise to 
share if they continued to work during the year, 
were entitled to receive their extra compensation 
fixed at 20 per cent of their wages during the 
year. All the elements of a valid contract were 
present. 

The company in effect informed this plaintiff that 
they would not promise him definitely how much 
extra compensation he would get, but that when 
they fixed the rate of extra wages, he would get his 
share. It is not claimed that the services rendered 
by the plaintiff during his employment were not 
faithful, nor is any cause alleged why he should not 
get his bonus, other than the fact that the com- 
pany denies the binding force of its promise and 
alleges that the fact that he was laid off before the 
end of the year deprived him of any participation 
in the extra wages paid. 

“As to the latter phase of the defense, the learned 
trial judge ruled that if the plaintiff rendered sat- 
isfactory services to the defendant down to the 
time he was discharged, and was ready and willing 
to render like services for the remainder of the 
year and was prevented from s» doing only by the 
failure of the d:fendant to assign him to duty, then 
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he is entitled to recover his share of the profits for 
ihe entire year. We see no error in this.” 


In the Wisconsin case the employer agreed to pay 
his employees a share in the profits of the business 
in case they remained with it for two continuous 
years. One employee stayed along until one day 
vefore the two years had expired, when he was dis- 
charged. He demanded his share of the profits, 
and, when he was refused, went into court. The 
court ruled that ‘‘an employee who has been prom- 
ised a share of the profits of the business in case 
he rendered two years’ continuous service could 
not be deprived of his right thereto by a discharge 
without cause one day before the expiration of the 
required period.” 

There are several other recent decisions in profit 
sharing cases, the substance of which is that where 
an employer promises an employee a share of the 
profits at the end of the year, he cannot get rid of 
his obligation by discharging the employee, in ad- 
vance of the distribution of profits, without cause. 
He can always discharge him with cause, however, 
and if there was cause, the employee’s right to the 
bonus is gone, because he didn’t earn it. 

And I venture the opinion that it would also be 
gone even in case of discharge without cause, if the 
employee had signed a contract containing the fol 
lowing : 

“The said bonus is to be given the said employee 
only if said employee remains in the employ of the 
said employer until the end of the current. year. 
Removal from the service, whether with or without 
cause reflecting upon the said employee's services, 
shall forfeit all right to said bonus.”

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Washington News 


Opening of the Sixty-fifth Congress— 
What Lies Before It 


By W. L. CROUNSE 


WASHINGTON, April 2, 1917. 

ITH Washington ablaze with the Stars and 

Stripes the Sixty-fifth Congress assembled 

to-day in extraordinary session to hear from 
President Wilson’s lips the story of the aggressions 
of the German government and to determine the 
answer we shall make. The President delivered his 
message to a joint session of the two houses at 
eight o’clock to-night and before the readers of 
HARDWARE AGE scan these lines the die will prob- 
ably have been cast. 

The members of the new House made short shrift 
of organizing that body. Outnumbered by the nar- 
rowest of margins but with several men in hospital 
and with dissensions in their ranks, the Republi- 
cans were obliged to yield to the Democrats and the 
old legislative mill, which ground out the grist of 
the Sixty-fourth Congress, was oiled up and set run- 
ning once more. 


Reorganizing the House 


Champ Clark was re-elected Speaker this after- 
noon. The Democratic members of the Ways and 
Means Committee in the last Congress were re- 
appointed and, in accordance with existing rules, 
began the task of reassigning the chairmen and 
members of the other committees. 

In view of the Democratic victory, substantially 
all the old Democratic chairmen re-elected to the 
new Congress will hold uver, but the Democratic 
membership on the committees will be curtailed to 
give the Republicans a representation more nearly 
commensurate with their strength in the new 
House. The five members not affiliated with either 
of the old-line parties will be well cared for, for no 
one can say when their votes may be necessary to 
enable the majority leaders to carry out their 
plans. 

The special session of the new Congress is pri- 
marily a war session. First and foremost will 
come a sheaf of bills dealing with the war situation, 
the first of which, probably in the form of a joint 
resolution soon to be presented, will voice the views 
of Congress as to what shall be done to meet Ger- 
many’s recently resumed policy of frightfulness. 

Then will come legislation to curb spying and to 
interne suspicious persons, followed by a bill amend- 
ing the shipping act giving the Government broad 
powers over merchant vessels including those still in 
the shipyards. The Government may also seize ap- 
proximately ninety of the German merchant ves- 
sels interned in American ports which heretofore 
have been more or less damaged by their crews to 
render them unfit for use. 


Big Budget Bills Come Soon 


Of course an early job ahead of Congress is the 
passage of the appropriation bills which failed be- 
cause of the filibuster maintained in the Senate by 
twelve stubborn men, the majority of whom have 
since tried to explain that they really didn’t mean it. 
These measures include the army, military academy, 
sundry civil, general deficiency and urgent deficiency 
bills. 

An ingenious plan has been devised by the leaders 
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for gaining time in the consideration of these im- 
portant measures. If the scheme works they will 
all, with the possible exception of the army bill, be 
placed on the statute books within the next thirty 
days. The army bill may be held back until the Ad- 
ministration’s war preparations are further ad- 
vanced. 

The project now being worked out is to cause the 
five appropriation bills to be reintroduced in the 
House not in the original form but in the shape in 
which they were passed by the House. All these 
bills reached the Senate at the last session and the 
majority of them were acted on by Senate com- 
mittees. 

The House will be asked to repass all these 
measures under suspension of the rules and they 
can thus be laid before the Senate and referred to 
the appropriate committees within twenty-four 
hours after they are called up. 

Every one of these measures will require addi- 
tions to meet the war crisis and the officials of the 
Administration are preparing data which they will 
present to the Senate committees as a basis for 
amendments. After they are revised by the Senate 
committees and formally reported they will be 
whisked through the Senate with very little debate 
and the House leaders are already pledged to al- 
low the increases added by the Senate committees. 


Army Bill to Break All Records 


The army bill will be boosted to the blue sky for 
the reason that less has been done for that branch 
of the service than for the navy. Recruiting costs 
money, the fitting out of troops costs more, and big 
troop movements involving transportation cost most. 

The sundry civil bill, which is the chief general 
budget measure for the support of the Government, 
will also come in for some big additions. This bill 
is of special interest to the manufacturers and mer- 
chants who have dealings with the Government as 
nearly all the money appropriated for current pur- 
chases of all kinds outside the army, navy and postal 
service is carried in its provisions. 

Big increases will also be made in the general and 
urgent deficiency bills to meet a score of minor 
emergencies that have arisen since Congress ad- 
journed on March 4. The failure of the urgent de- 
ficiency bill so embarrassed the War Department 
that J. P. Morgan & Co. came to the rescue with a 
patriotic offer to put up a million dollars without in- 
terest to cash vouchers in the hands of Government 
contractors which Uncle Sam had no money to pay. 

This state of affairs was too much for the equa- 
nimity of the Federal Reserve Board, which prompt- 
ly appealed to the reserve national banks to cash the 
vouchers and the country was thus saved the spec- 
tacle of the Government of the United States beg- 
ging Wall Street for a few dollars to tide over a 
difficulty due to the traitorous action of a dozen 
United States Senators. 


Scope of Legislative Program 


A mighty interesting question just now is 
whether the special session of Congress will be lim- 
ited to war measures and the appropriation bills or 
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will be expanded to include some of the big busi- 
ness problems with which Congress wrestied last 
winter. Rumors are flying thick and fast concern- 
ing the legislative program, but nobody seems to 
know very much about it. 

It is a good bet that very few measures outside 
the budget bills and war legislation will get through, 
but this only emphasizes the importance of such spe- 
cial bills as may be allowed to come up. There will 
be great pressure to put special legislation on the 
Congressional calendars and it will require all the 
Administration’s influence, and then some, to hold 
the two houses to a hard and fast program. 

The President has had so much to say about the 
necessity of the enactment of the Webb export com- 
bination bill as an after-the-war measure that there 
will be much sentiment in Congress in favor of con- 
sidering it at the special session. The President has 
insisted that it should be on the statute books be- 
fore peace is declared, and it is a blessed possibility 
that the big European ruption may be over before 
Congress meets in regular session next December. 


Webb Bill Should Pass 


There are, therefore, lots of reasons why the 
Webb bill should go through this spring and noth- 
ing against the proposition except the difficulty of 
securing consideration in the big parliamentary 
scramble for precedence. 

Then, there’s the railroad legislation, which every- 
body except the leaders of organized labor seem to 
think should be enacted without further delay. Sen- 
ator Newlands’ joint committee appointed last fall 
to consider the whole subject of interstate com- 
merce has been holding sessions during the recess 
and it ought not to take long to prepare a bill for 
the simultaneous consideration of both houses. 

The labor leaders, however, will stubbornly resist 
any legislation at this time affecting the status of 
employees of common carriers, and there are enough 
politicians who are not statesmen in both houses to 
render this opposition very effective. At this mo- 
ment, therefore, it’s an open question whether a rail- 
road labor bill will be considered, with the chances 
against the enactment of anything comprehensive or 
satisfactory to the business interests of the country. 


Here’s a Job for a Prophet 


This brings us to the interesting question as to 
how long Congress will remain in session. On this 
point you can hear anything you like in the way of 
predictions in the corridors of the Capitol. The best 
opinion is that adjournment will be taken before 
July 1, but not very long before that date. 

War developments are likely to affect the length 
of the session and if the end of the conflict should 
suddenly come or if Germany should abandon the 
new submarine policy Congress would adjourn in a 
hurry. 

The efforts of the United States in the big war 
will call for some very substantial sacrifices by the 
American people. Don’t forget this, for doubtless 
you will be asked to contribute your share. War 
not only means physical suffering for at least a few, 
but it means heavy taxes for all. 


Another Big Revenue Bill 


The Ways and Means Committee of the House is 
up to its ears in projects of taxation and as soon as 
it has been determined how much money is to be 
appropriated at the present session another revenue 
bill will be reported. _ Revenue bills, by the way, 
have become so common of late that a session of 
Congress without at least one would seem as absurd 
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as an Easter Sunday without a few spring bonnets. 

I have on my desk a stenographic report of the 
hearings before the Senate Finance Committee on 
the Kitchin Revenue bill passed at the last session 
of Congress, which contains a few very significant 
passages. These hearings were granted to repre- 
sentatives of some big manufacturing establish- 
ments who were protesting against being obliged to 
pay corporate income taxes, munition makers’ taxes 
and taxes on excess profits. 

A Western Senator who is a member of the com- 
mittee smiled grimly at these protests and suggested 
that the manufacturers should pay these taxes by 
way of “getting used to” what might follow in the 
event that the United States should become involved 
in war. 

“Don’t forget,” he said, “that if we get into the 
war we shall want at least half your profits!” 

This was something nice for the manufacturers 
to think about, wasn’t it? Those representatives 
left the committee room with very thoughtful brows 
and doubtless they’ve been thinking ever since. 


Let the Next Generation Help 


Just how far Congress will think it wise to go in 
saddling upon the people at this time the cost of 
carrying on the war remains to be seen. Some in- 
fluential members of both houses take the position 
that as the war promises to be a short one, so far as 
our participation is concerned, the cost should be 
defrayed by bond issues and that after the conflict 
is over there should be a readjustment of the rev- 
enue laws with a view to providing a sinking fund 
to take up the bonds in a reasonable term of years. 

This would certainly be a popular method of deal- 
ing with the situation, but it seems hardly probable 
that Congress will be willing to forego altogether 
the opportunity of imposing new taxes. Therefore, 
gentlemen, have your check books handy, 

There has been tremendous activity on the part 
of the Government officials during the past week in 
hastening the mobilization of the resources of the 
country. Some of the things that have been done 
promise to interfere not a little with the industries 
of the country and it will require level heads and 
cool judgment to prevent the imposition of needless 
hardships upon the manufacturers and the mer- 
chants of the country. 

Every day you read about the taking over by the 
Government of somebody’s manufacturing establish- 
ment, and this commandeering process is likely to be 
extended as time passes. The authorities, how- 
ever, promise a minimum of hardship as the result 
of the exercise of discretion and in afl cases reason- 
able compensation is to be granted. 


An Interesting Labor Question 


One feature of the mobilization work will be fol- 
lowed by business men with close attention, namely, 
the plan now being worked out for organizing 
skilled and unskilled labor for the navy yards, the 
arsenals, and other manufacturing establishments of 
the Government, in order that an army of workmen 
may be ready to take hold of Government jobs in the 
event of war. As the result of a series of confer- 
ences held at the Department of Labor during the 
past week a comprehensive plan has been mapped 
out. The United States Public Employment Service 
of the Department of Labor will take charge of the 
work of finding all the unskilled labor necessary 
and will employ a bulletin system in which it will 
have the co-operation of the Post Office Department, 
thus putting it in touch with all parts of the coun- 


try. 
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The Civil Service Commission will undertake to 
supply all the necessary clerical labor and will co- 
operate with the American Federation of Labor in 
furnishing skilled labor. Every trade will be can- 
vassed in order that no feature of the Government’s 
activities may be slowed down for lack of labor. 


Will Not Cripple Private Manufacturing 


It requires no stretch of the imagination to see 
that this comprehensive movement is likely to inter- 
fere with the operation of private establishments. 
If the Government casts its dragnet according to 
these plans it will gather in a great deal of skilled 
labor sorely needed where it is now employed. The 
officials declare, however, that every effort w-ll be 
made in securing workmen for the Government to 
interfere as little as possible with private manufac- 
turing plants. The first aim will be to secure all 
unemployed workmen both skilled and unskilled. 

Should it become necessary to utilize labor al- 
ready employed special pains will be taken not to 
cripple manufacturing establishments in any line 
and no employees will be taken from plants having 
Government contracts representing any consider: 
able propcrtion of their output unless they can bea 
easily spared. Private munitions plants will not be 
interfered with in any way. 

This sounds reassuring. After al) it might not 
be necessary to lock up your hired man over Sunday 
to prevent his being shanghaied before Monday 
morning by one of Uncle Sam’s press gangs. 


“Delegate” Lubin Boks Up Again 


Speaking of preparedness, I sincerely believe the 
palm for ingenuity should be handed to our old 
friend, David Lubin, the parcel-post high priest, 
who some months ago exploited a scheme involving 
the co-operation of the big mail-order houses with 
the Post Office Department, having for its object 
the marketing of farm produce on a gigantic scale 
through the medium of the mails. Mr. Lubin is in 
Italy at the present time where he is serving as the 
“American representative in the International In- 
stitute of Agriculture at Rome,” according to a 
cablegram to the American press. Nevertheless, as 
usual, he is on the parcel-post job. Although four 
or five thousand miles from Washington, Mr. Lubin 
has succeeded in working the Asscciated Press for 
an interview with himself in which he declares that 
“the first thing necessary to meet the war situation 
is to plant potatoes, turnips, carrots and corn on 
farms and also on every available city lot.” The 
second thing in his opinion is the adoption of a 
“system of food distribution through the parcel- 
post to avoid high prices and the activities of spec- 
ulators.” He adds, modestly, that “Congress should 
also adopt Senator Sheppard’s bill to solve the food 
problem.” 

Senator Sheppard’s bill is that interesting little 
measure I had occasion to describe some months ago 
proposing the organization of a commission headed 
by the managers of the big mail-order houses and 
having for its object the reorganizing of merchan- 
dising methods in all lines with a view to elirinat- 
ing the middleman entirely and leaving the distribu- 
tion of food, clothing, hardware, and all the other 
necessaries end luxuries of life to the producers, 
assisted by the catalog concerns. 


Horse Sense on the Mail-Order House 


Some very sound dope on the mail-order house 
menace is contained in an interesting little treatise 
which senators and representatives are receiving 
from the Butterick Company in explanation of the 
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reasons why one of the chief publications of that 
concern has decided to drop all mail order adver- 
tising. Every local merchant in the land w.ll shout 
a fervent “Amen!” to the following observations 
concerning the effect of the giant catalog concerns 


_ on the retailer. 


“Mail order houses have grown rich at the ex- 
pense of the local merchant. 

“Every dollar that goes to a mail order house in- 
stead of purchasing from a local dealer leaves 
town never to return. 

“Often customers of a local store have trans- 
ferred a large part of their trade to a mail order 
concern long befcre the merchant learned anything 
about it. 

“The smaller the town the greater the weight of 
the mail order house on the necks of the Iccal mer- 
chants. 

“The interest of the local retailer is diametrically 
opposed to that of the mail order house. In many 
entire States mail order houses are so strongly en- 
trenched that they get hardly a contest from the 
local stores. 

“Retail stores are a necessity to every town and 
hamlet. Spending money at home is a necessity to 
the prosperity of every town and hamlet. Sending 
money away from home for articles that could be 
purchased at home is a direct blow to the local re- 
tailer, to the local newspaper, to the local bank—to 
the entire town.” 


How the Business Men Feel 


The Butterick Company has devoted some time to 
ascertaining the attitude of merchants, jobbers, 
newspapers, chambers of commerce, boards of trade, 
commercial travelers’ associations and other trade 
organizations, and summarizes the situation in the 
following terse fashion: 

“Every merchant, every combination of mer- 
chants, every association of local business men, all 
public-spirited citizens in a community, are utterly 
opposed to the mail order method of doing business. 

“The press of the United States, with the excep- 
tion of the newspapers in large cities where the 
mail order evil is not felt, is opposed to the mail 
order house. 

“Mail order houses don’t employ commercial trav- 
elers. Manufacturers and jobbers do employ com- 
mercial travelers. These commercial travelers are 
often the principal support of the local hotel. When 
in town at the local hotel they spend money in local 
stores, theaters, railroads. Commercial travelers 
are a big asset to every town in the country. 

“The interests of local storekeepers, local banks, 
newspapers, all local business and each and every 
individual, are all interdependent. The whole 
town’s success rests on community of interest and 
the whole town’s prosperity depends on the money 
made and spent in that town.” 


Bread and Butter Versus Extra Dividends 


The fight between the retail selling of goods by 
local merchants and the centralization of selling in 
the hands of a few huge out-of-town corporations, 
the Butterick Company declares, is a fundamental 
one that is growing more bitter every day. It isa 
fight between the country at large and the few big’ 
cities—a fight between local bread and butter and 
extra dividends for Chicago millionaires. 

Up to the present time no great national maga- 
zine has dared to cut off mail order advertisers and 
line up with the local stores flat-footed in favor of 
the “Buy-at-Home” idea. 

’Rah for the Butterick Company! 
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By C. J. Nowak 


HE rapid execution of price-tickets is one of 
the most important features of the show-card 
writer’s work. A liberal use of attractive 
price-cards will prove profitable in almost every 
window, counter or show-case display. 
Price-tickets can be made in an almost endless 
variety of shapes and colors, and incorporating any 


number of decorative ideas. There is hardly any - 


limit to the style or design that may be used for 
this purpose. National holidays and special events 
can be featured by special price-tickets in the dis- 
plays, regular every-day trims demand plain, legible 
price-tickets to bring them up to their maximum 
efficiency. 

Fancy shapes generally should be avoided, espe- 
cially when a large quantity of price-tickets are to 
be made. It is much better to use squares, oblongs, 
circles, and such shapes as can be lettered and cut 
with rapidity. And in addition to this, the plainer 
price-tickets will answer much better for year-in- 
and-year-out use. 

For sale purposes, and for any event where a 
great number of price-tickets are required, a con- 
siderable saving in time and labor can be made by 
laying off a full sheet of price-tickets of the shape 
desired, lettering each ticket, and cutting up the 
sheet after it is dry. This method will result in 
much better work than will be the case if the tick- 
ets are cut out and then lettered. 


Pen Work for Price-Tickets 


The Redis and Soennecken pens are especially 
suited for the small lettering generally used in price- 
tickets. These pens will permit of very rapid work, 
and will be suitable for practically every need in 
most hardware stores. Where large figures are re- 
quired, the numerals should first be outlined with 
a Redis pen and then filled in. Two specimens of 
this kind of work are shown With this lesson. The 
top line is known as thick-and-thin style; the lower 
line is a block style. It is advisable to use single- 
stroke letters and figures as much as possible. The 
work can be done at a much greater speed than is 
possible with filled-in work, and speed is very de- 
sirable in making either show-cards or price-tickets. 


Special Designs 


Occasionally it will be found advisable and bene- 
ficial to plan price-tickets of a little different shape 
and design than are ordinarily used. Ideas that 
embody action are especially desirable for this pur- 
pose. <A pointing hand or a directing arrow, as 
shown in the accompanying illustrations, for special 
occasions, will generally prove much more effective 
in getting attention than will ordinary price-tickeis. 

And again on special events, cut-outs such as the 
bird shown will work very well. Larger birds can 
be cut out and used as a frieze on the window back- 
ground, while the other birds can be suspended 
from invisible threads throughout the display. Va- 
rious occasions will suggest similar ideas for tickets 
of this kind; hatchets, perhaps, for Washington’s 
Birthday; cannon crackers for the Fourth of July; 
electric light bulbs for a drive on electrical goods. 

Tabs on the lower end of the price-tickets will 
often save a good deal of time. The tab can be 
slipped in the edge of a box or inserted in a con- 
venient place on the article the card is featuring. 

Possibly the highest type of price-ticket is one 
with a beveled, gilded edge. It is admirably suited 
for articles such as carving sets, silverware, chafing 
dishes, etc. For special occasions it will add suffi- 
cient tone and character to the merchandise on dis- 
play to offset the added cost. Among the manu- 
facturers of these is the Hurlock Bros. Company, 
34-36 Market Street, Philadelphia, Pa. Your local 
stationer probably can obtain samples and prices 
for you. 

For the summer months it is advisable to use a 
dark price-ticket, lettered in white or in some light 
shade. Its appearance of cleanliness will be pre- 
served much longer than if a white card is used 
Brown or black, lettered in white, makes a card of 
splendid appearance, as our illustration will show 
The Redis pen is also excellent for the making of 
fancy borders. This is illustrated by the dots on 
the dark oval card. 

Inasmuch as the lettering on price-tickets con- 
sists almost entirely of figures, it is highly essential 
that one or two sets should be so thoroughly learned 
that they can be executed with ease and rapidity. 
The figures should always be clean, well made and 
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Tuo sets of numerals that can be made by outlining and filling in with the Redis pen 
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The variety of price tickets has no end. The arrow at the top or the pointing hand can be used occasionally for 
special sales; the plain little tickets underneath it are conecitily suited for every-day use. The three cards directly 
above the hand have beveled edges; that at the left in gold, the center one, deep red, and at the right, silver. 
They are recommended for displays of high-grade merchandise. The bird card offers a suggestion for special 
occasions, the ticket with the tab will prove a time saver, and the black card lettered in white gives a neat pen 
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legible, and should stand out prominently. When 
descriptive matter is required, the best effect is ob- 
tained by giving a decided contrast between the 
descriptive words and the numerals, usually by 
making the figures heavier and larger. 
Price-tickets as large as a sixty-fourth sheet, 
which measures 234 x 3% in., can be used as small 
show-cards, and when lettered with a small Redis 
pen make very attractive silent salesmen. These 
little descriptive tickets should tell a selling story 
of the articles on which they are used. In a display 
of roller skates, a ticket might give the information 
that the skates have roller bearings throughout; in 
a display of knives, the quality of the steel might 
be featured. It requires some little thought to

TYPE, advertising tactics, merchandising meth- 

ods and men change with the years, but some 
of the old hardware advertisements in the father 
of HARDWARE AGE are still bringing returns.

select just the right phrases for these price-tickets 
—they should be short, but to the point—and it 
takes time to carry them out, but there is no better 
way of giving real selling value to a window display 
than by the use of descriptive price-cards. 

These ideas are all shown by the practical illus- 
trations used with this article. The chief rule to 
be followed in making price-tickets is to keep them 
as plain and neat as possible. A poorly executed 
scroll, flower, or other decoration will spoil rather 
than help the work. If a choice must be made be- 
tween a simple or a rather elaborate price-ticket— 
and the same rule holds good with show-cards and 
window displays—it is generally safe to choose the 
more simple one.

Editorial Comment 








Education and Efficiency 


‘OR a common-sense nation, whose ideas 
kk are supposedly, though erroneously, 
those of pure practicality, we are strange- 
ly given to passing phases of hysteria about 
matters of serious import. 

Just now our shibboleth is efficiency in the 
various forms of national and economic life, 
and we are most anxious to achieve it imme- 
diately—somewhat after the fashion of Ed- 
ward Bellamy’s “Looking Backward,” of 
which it was said that it arrived at a con- 
clusion without any visible way of getting 
there. 

Now in sober truth efficiency is probably 
the most desirable of all our present ambi- 
tions, but the goal, like “Jordan,” in the old 
hymn, is a hard road to travel. We shall not 
attain it merely by labor-saving devices and 
by system, nor yet by paying heed to psycho- 
logical lectures by so-called experts, who are 
thriving for the nonce on our present cre- 
culity and eagerness. Labor-saving machin- 
ery at its best still requires intelligent super- 
vision, while system, unless constantly 
watched and pruned, soon degenerates into 
something run solely for its own sake and 
not for the accomplishment of the original 
purpose intended. 

If any one has any doubt on this score, let 
him examine and analyze the methods and 
procedure of any government on the face of 
the earth. 

We have a healthy consciousness of our 
lack of efficiency in many ways, despite our 
undoubted and unparalleled achievements in 
all forms of commercial life. It is not that 
we have lacked either enterprise or inte!li- 
gence, but that we are keenly conscious that 
we are facing new and untried conditions. 
In those conditions we shall undoubtedly en- 
counter a competition more world wide than 
we have ever experienced. Likewise the ele- 
ment in it which will give us the greatest 
concern is not that old and threadbare bogy 
of pauper labor—ignorant, inefficient and 
unprogressive—but a new awakened spirit 
of democracy, more nearly akin to our own 
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ways of thought and methods of procedure. 

There is only one way to meet such compe- 
tition, and that is by accentuating the factor 
which gave us our present place in the com- 
mercial world; the intelligence and spirit of 
the great mass of men and women who do 
the work of business. 

In the beginning, economy is not an exact 
science, nor a thing of text books and tra- 
dition, but rather a happy opportunism which 
constantly adjusts itself to ever changing con- 
ditions. Just now, and for some indefinite 
time to come, the dominant factor in indus- 
trial life promises to be the efficiency of the 
human unit. And the only way to increase 
and multiply the efficiency of that human 
unit is to increase and multiply his intelli- 
gence and his interest in his work. 

It seems more than likely that much of the 
work in industrial and commercial life in the 
near future will be done by the large organi- 
zations. Yet until very lately the fatal and 
inherent weakness in those organizations 
was the great gulf of class distinction which 
divided employers and employees. If the 
employee’s place and feeling were merely 
that of a hireling, it was a sure thing that he 
would do only a hireling’s work, except when 
spurred on by that sense of duty, which is 
fortunately more or less imbedded in every 
man. It is an equally sure thing that unless 
a man likes his work, he will never get very 
far in it nor see its possibilities. Also there 
must be some spur of intelligent self-interest. 
There is in almost every form of employment 
something that is of interest and that is 
worth while if the worker can only see it. 
Therein lies the real problem of efficiency— 
the problem of creating the intelligent 
worker who shall have both the education 
to analyze the task set before him and the 
vision to see its possibilities. 

In the long run, we sha!] have to go back to 
the growing boy at school and follow him 
through college to see that whatever else he 
may be taught that this be not neglected; 
that he be trained to think and to use his 
head, to realize that two and two make four, 
not sometimes, but all the time, as the Think- 
ing Machine said: “The details of business 
life come only with experience, but the power 
to think correctly must be taught early in 
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life or else the worker is rowing up stream 
- all the time.” 

Every employer knows that the efficiency 
of his methods depends more upon the ap- 
plied intelligence of the individual worker 
than all other causes combined. There is 
nothing so expensive as the unintelligent hu- 
man factor in the business machine. Like- 
wise every employer knows that if he could 
fill his wants with the type of intelligent 
workman his best man represents, he could 
largely reduce his force and still pay more 
to these who remained. 

It is a large problem and full of all sorts 
of difficulties, but those are the only problems 
worth solving. Also there are a large num- 
ber of employers who have tackled the prob- 
lem most determinedly. It dawned upon 
them through much thinking and observa- 
tions, that it was not only a matter of duty 
but of selfish interest to educate their em- 
ployees to higher standards of efficiency by 
teaching them the possibilities of their tasks, 
and having them realize that these tasks were 
something more than mere unthinking 
drudgery. 

Analysis, which is the beginning of eili- 
ciency, can be taught most men in more or 
less degree. Vision, in its fullness, is not 
vouchsafed to many, yet these same many 
may at least have a glimpse of its possibili- 
ties. 

In every phase of education, we are en- 
cumbered with the barnacles of tradition and 
inheritance. Things are supposedly sacred 
because they always have been, and this with- 
out regard as to how they fit into the present 
general scheme of things. It is not a question 
of the comparative merits of culture and of 
vocational training, but rather the simple 
statement that a boy who comes away from 
school or college without having been trained 
to think intelligently has wasted his time, 
and is apt to be a mere laggard in any phase 
of life where efficiency is concerned. To hold 
a job is what most workers accomplish. To 
make good at it is the test of efficiency, and 
that efficiency to-day can come about only by 
the patient, intelligent teaching by the em- 
ployer of every man in his organization. 


What Will Congress Do? 


HE positive statements in regard to the 

rights of the public or people in gen- 
eral in labor disputes involving companies 
which are serving the public are a highly 
important feature of the recent decision of 
the United States Supreme Court in the case 
relating to the constitutionality of the so- 
called eight-hour law. Throughout the very 
able and vigorous opinion written by Chief 
Justice White, the rights of the public as 
paramount to those of the employees and 
employengare repeatedly affirmed. The para- 
graph which has probably attracted more 
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attention than any other in the decision is 
as follows (the italics are ours): 

“Whatever would be the right of the em- 
ployee engaged in a private business to de- 
mand such wages as he desires, to leave the 
employment if he dces not get them, and by 
concert of action to agree with others to 
leave upon the same conditions, such rights 
are necessarily subject to limitation when 
employment is accepted in a business charged 
with a public interest, and as to which the 
power to regulate commerce possessed by 
Congress applied and the resulting right to 
fix in case of disagreement and dispute a 
standard of wages, as we have seen, neces- 
sarily obtained.” 

The above is not, however, the only im- 
portant declaration in regard to the public. 
After reviewing the case at length, the 
learned justice asserts that it must be 
granted that a power to regulate to the ex- 
tent necessary to provide an adequate remedy 
for the situation must exist unless it be con- 
tended that the right to save and protect the 
public interest did not apply to a case where 
the destruction of the public right was immi- 
nent as the result of a dispute between the 
parties and their consequent failure to agree. 
Justice White shows clearly the folly of such 
a contention, for it attempts to set up the 
private right above the public right. He 
maintains that the capacity to exercise pri- 
vate right affords no ground for saying that 
leigislative power dces not exist to protect 
the public interest from the injury resulting 
from and failure to exercise the private right. 

This pronouncement by the highest court 
in the land makes it imperative for the new 
Congress to enact the bill introduced in the 
last Congress providing for the investiga- 
tion of strikes, or to pass some other meas- 
ure that will safeguard the interests of the 
public even more fully. Recent events have 
shown very clearly that the labor leaders 
cannot be depended upon to subordinate the 
interests of the unions to those of their coun- 
try. Not long ago, Samuel Gompers, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of Labor, 
was: quoted as saying that no law which 
would limit or regulate the calling of strikes 
would be respected. ‘Law or not law, Presi- 
dent or no President,” he said, “such a law 
will not be obeyed.” The leaders of the vari- 
ous railroad brotherhoods have also taken a 
highly arbitrary position in dealing with the 
railroads, and doubtless would agree with 
Gompers in opposing legislation intended to 
prevent widespread suffering on account of 
strikes. The opinions of such leaders cer- 
tainly are not entitled to much consideration 
at the hands of Congress. The Supreme 
Court having spoken and shown that it is 
possible by legislation to prevent paralysis of 
the industry of the country, the duty of the 
legislators is plain. The question is, Will 
they have the courage to do it?

In fact, I think 
we will have to enter a loaf of bread in that contest 
ourselves. It might be good advertising for the 
Empire Bread Company to win the thirty-cent 
cheese dish or whatever it is you are giving for 
making the best loaf of bread.” 

“I don’t know how I ever did such a foolish 
thing,” I said, “but I want you to know that I shall 
advertise to-night that the contest is abandoned on 
account of inability to get together the committee 
of judges.” 

“Hm:” said Burgess. “I can just imagine the 
people saying, ‘I guess the Empire people got after 
him. That is why he is squealing.’ Still, you know 
your own business best, young man,” he said. “And 
now please excuse me for I am very busy.” 

“For heaven’s sake tell me what I ought to do, 
Mr. Burgess! If I hadn’t been so bull-headed I 
never would have got into this mess.” 

“And,” smiled Burgess, “you think it is bad busi- 
ness to risk losing ours?” 

“Why—partly—I certainly didn’t want to hurt 
your business,” I said. 

“Believe me, young man, a thing like that won’t 
hurt our business, but it’s good to change at times, 
so we have switched over to Stigler for a little 
while. Some day, perhaps, we will give you a 
chance at some more of our business; and now you 
will have to excuse me, as I am extremely busy.” 

I found myself walking back to the store feeling 
very disconsolate, indeed. I decided that I would 
not risk any more advertising on that wretched 
bread-making contest, at any rate, until I saw what 
wes going to happen. Charlie met me near the 
post office. “I guess we have lost the Empire ac- 
count there, haven’t we?” he asked. 

I groaned. 

“Well, cheer up, Mr. Black, we all make mistakes 
—and it will be forgotten in a day or two. 
But ” and then he hesitated. 

“Go on, Charlie,” I said, “I really want to get 
your advice.” 

“All right, then. If I were you, Mr. Black, when- 
ever you plan any advertising see first of all that 
it is not going to hurt anyone else’s business; next, 
whenever you run a prize contest run one without 
anv strings attached to it—and when you give a 
prize—give something other than what vou sell.” 

“Do you believe. in prize contests?” I asked 
Charlie. 

“As a general rule, no.. I think if you have any 
money to spend for advertising vou had much better 
spend it in advertising just what you are selling, 
giving people reasons why they should buy your 
goods. That sounds humdrum and everyday, I 
'now. There’s nothing annarently brilliant about 
it, but it gets results. Notice the really big adver- 
tizers. They advertise the goods they have to sell 
end it is very seldom you find them branch off into 
prize-contest ideas.” 

“What about the ‘Evereadv flashlight?” I said. 

“That prize contest complies with these three 
rules I mentioned. The prizes were cash prizes 
and big ones. The public didn’t have to buy any- 
thing to enter. The prizes were big enough to 
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tempt people to study ‘Eveready’ goods, and that 
really advertised the flashlights to every contest- 
ant.” 

Somehow, Charlie’s quiet confidence made me feel 
better. But candidly I hate to be seen on the street 
these days, for everybody asks me how the bread- 
making contest is getting on. 

I made the announcement three days ago, and we 
have not sold a single hread mixer yet. 

I have told you, Friend Diary, of some things I 
have done right. Here is something for the debit 
side of my ledger. 

Monday, March 20. We had our usual Monday 
evening meeting and it proved quite interesting. 
By the way, we have sold one bread mixer, but, thank 
Heaven, no one has inflicted a loaf of bread upon 
us! I am not going to say another word about it, 
and merely trust this foolish stunt of mine will 
die a natural death—and that’s a better one than it 
deserves. 

The matter for discussion was introduced by 
Jones at the meeting, who had in his hand a copy 
of that little “Service” booklet which we got out. 
“I was thinking over this little booklet the other 
day,” said he, “but do you know, Mr. Black, I don’t 
think we are living up to it, somehow.” 

“In what way do you mean?” I asked him. 

“Well, we talk about service and how we want 
people to feel they are at home and all that, and—— 
Oh, I don’t know how to express it,” he floundered. 

I certainly didn’t know what he was driving at. 
I looked at Larson, and his face was blank; then 
I looked at Charlie, and as I did so he said: 

“I'd like to ask Jones a question,” and he turned 
to Jones saying, “what you mean is that while we 
talk of giving service we have not any definite plan 
of going about it. Isn’t that it?” 

“Yes,” said Jones, “we have no rules or regula- 
tions or anything of that kind.” 

“I get you,” I said. “You mean we talk about 
service, but we don’t give the atmosphere of 
service.” 

“That’s exactly what I mean,” went on Jones, 
“we ought to be able to give people the feeling that 
they are being treated differently when they come 
into the store. 

“Store atmosphere, that is,” said Charlie, “and 
the way to get it is by having definite rules of con- 
duct—rules which everyone should live up to.” 

*Do you think it is worth while having a set of 
written rules of conduct in a little store like this?” 
I asked. 

“Being a Yankee,” laughed Martin, “I'll answer 
you by asking another question. Do you think it 
is as important for a small store to have proper 
accounting methods as a big store?” 

For an hour or more we had an animated discus- 
sion on what rules of conduct we ought to adopt 
for our store, and finally we worked up a list of 
twenty-one, which I give as follows: 

1. No customer must leave our store dissatisfied. 

2. The customer on whom you wait requires all 
your attention. 

3. Approach the customer who enters the store; 
do not wait for the customer to approach you. 

4. Remember that the object you have in view is 
to sell goods at a profit to the store and to the sat- 
isfaction of the customer. 

5. The more customers you have and the more 
each one spends, the nearer you are to the attain- 
ment of your sales quota. 

6. Customers come into the store for their con- 
venience. Let your speech and manner show that 
you appreciate the opportunity of serving them. 

7. Cleanliness is imperative, from the floor to the 
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ceiling, from your hair and your shoes to your fin- 
ger nails. 

8. A smile costs nothing. Give one to every cus- 
tomer. 

9. Show your appreciation of their patronage by 
always saying “Thank you” when giving the pack- 
age or the change. 

10. Cusiomeis come into the store to buy mer- 
chandise, not to talk to or admire you. Do not 
wear anything or say anything that will distract 
attention away from the goods to yourself. 

11. Repeat the name and address of a customer 
whenever goods have to be charged or delivered. 
An error in writing the name of a customer is al- 
most a crime. 

12. Write distinctly so that others will know what 
you mean. 

13. Try to know the names of customers and when 
addressing them use their names. 

14. Never correct customers’ pronunciation of 
goods. For preference, adopt their pronunciation. 

15. The store is a place for business. Do not 
allcw it to be used as a m2eting place for loafers 
or for gossips. (Nothing drives reai customers 
away more quickly than this.) 

16. “Punctuality is the soul of business.” Be at 
the store punctually and wait on customers promptly. 

17. Study your goods and show seasonal articles 
to all customers whom you can interest in them, 
especially if the goods are being advertised. 
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18. Don’t wait till you sell the last one of an 
article before putting it on the want book. Re- 
member that it takes time to get supplies. 

19. Exercise care in displaying goods. Goods 
well displayed are half sold. 

20. Adopt as your personal slogan: 

“If every worker were just like me, 
What kind of a store would this store be?” 

21. Work with your fellow workers. 

We felt quite pleased with that list of rules, and 
the more I look at them the better they seem to me. 

We had a discussion as to which of the twenty- 
one rules of conduct was the best. Larson said 
that number one was the best. I rather favored 
twenty-one. Charlie said four was the best, and we 
finally agreed with him. 

“Four,” said Charlie, “appears to me to be the 
best, because the whole object of running this busi- 
ness is to make a profit. All the other rules are 
followed in order to secure that object.” 

I really believe that we will find it easier to work 
according to definite rules than to continue with no 
rules for our guidance. Furthermore, we ought to 
be happier working harmoniously together along 
definite lines. We all agreed that following these 
twenty-one rules would help us to give the store an 
atmosphere of good service, the square deal, truth- 
fulness and co-operation.

A New Use of Street Car Cards 


OST manufacturers furnish their dealers with 

a supply of attractive street car cards, but only 
a very small number of them are ever used in the 
cars. Some of them are used as window cards, and 
what happens to the others is a matter of little 
doubt—they are simply lost in the shuffle. 

G. E. Russell & Co., Holyoke, Mass., have in- 
vented a way that takes care of every street car 
card that comes into the store. They have had two 
frames madt each holding five cards. These are 
hung over each of the two show cases on the right- 
hand side of the store. The cards are changed as 
frecuently as new ones arrive. The frames occupy 
no space that can be used for any other purpose, 
they cost but little in construction and they make 
possible very good use of expensive and valuable 
advertising matter.

T HE degrees of activity in spring business vary with 
the character of merchandise dealt in. Retail busi- 
ness in Metropolitan and adjacent territory is about 
normal, with merchants ready for seasonal trade 
which is just taking on new life as wintry conditions 
diminish, although the talk of war makes some dis- 

tributors more conservative according to their views. 

Among manufacturers of mechanics’ tools and hard- 
ware generally orders are coming in from road sales- 
men and direct from customers by mail quite satisfac- 
torily. In these lines, while the total number of orders 
is larger, the quantities at present are smaller than 
‘last year for the comparable period, partly on account 
of high prices and some reluctance to buy for very 
far ahead. 

Manufacturers of metal boring tools, including twist 
drills, reamers, milling cutters, etc., say there is no lag- 
ging in their lines and in cases are promising deliveries 
only from six to twelve months ahead. A considerable 
proportion of this business is from shipyards and other 
plants crowded with Government and foreign business, 
although ammunition and some kindred trade with the 
Allies is largely over. There seems to be fewer in- 
quiries in the market for certain machine tools com- 
pared with other periods. Despite some of this cur- 
tailment, one manager says his company is turning 
down more business every day than is accepted. 

In lawn mowers, manufacturers, we learn, are far 
behind, owing partly to scarcity of material and that 
shipments usually made in,early spring will be for- 
warded near May this year. Screw wrenches have re- 
cently been advanced again, but instead of diminishing 
orders the demand still continues good. There is u 
brisk trade in files, and factories are behind in some 
cases from 60 to 90 days on standard sizes, while 
there are other orders still unfilled booked as far back 
as October last and even earlier. 

Inquiry among leading bicycle manufacturers indi- 
cates that this line of production is opening up well, 
there being a vampaign on for the sale of 1,000,000 
wheels this season. Makers report an unusual demand 
and often are congested with orders, the aggregate of 
which is expected this year to exceed any output for a 
number of years past. There will be a Bicycle Week 
the latter end of April and beginning of May, with a 
variety of bicycle events for day and evening as a part 
of the undertaking. : 

There is now a much larger business in revolvers, 
due to war talk, drilling and mobilization, especially of 
citizens in defense leagues of various kinds. The move- 
ment includes the enrollment and drilling of second line 
police officers and special duty sheriffs for immediate 
service as occasion may require. An outcome of this 
activity is the receipt of revolvers from private indi- 
viduals, some of antique pattern, and often coming from 
long distances, to be overhauled and made ready for 
possible emergency. There are constant revelations 
that disloyalty and treachery will encounter swifter re- 
sistance than traitors, foreign or native, have antici- 
pated. 

Wire NAILs.—As one large jobber puts it, there is 
more trade, with but few goods to satisfy it with. 
Buyers are anxious, but the small stocks are inade- 
quate to properly execute orders, and it is uncertain 
when there will be enough available to satisfy wants. 
Store business in March was 40 per cent larger than 
February, but this was partly because goods that should 
have been delivered in February were not obtainable 
until March. 


Wire nails, in store, are $3.80, and carted by the jobber 
$3.85 base per keg. 

Cut NaiLs.—This business is steady, with a large 
number of small orders coming along more rapidly than 
heretofore, and from many different directions, includ- 
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ing New Jersey, State of New York and New England 
territory. There are manufacturers who believe that 
it probably will not be long before they will have to 
get more money for cut nails because of the increasing 
cost of material from which to make them, and that 
there is no profit in cut nails now based on the present 
cost of raw materials. 

Cut nails range in price from $4 to $4.25 base per keg, ac- 
cording to circumstances, 

NAVAL StTorES.—The market for naval stores is a 
trifle firmer, light receipts in the primary southern 
markets helping improvements, which is strengthened 
somewhat by a moderate demand at Savannah and else- 
where in territory convenient to original supply sources. 
This pertains more particularly to rosins, although 
turpentine is a bit stronger, too. The demand in this 
territory is slight but with more sunny, spring-like 
weather, the specifications of dealers and manufacturers 
are expected to increase. Exports are of little account 
at present, owing to impaired transportation and high 
freights. 

Turpentine, in yard, is 47%4c. per gal. 

Rosins are also a little stronger in harmony with improved 
southern conditions. 

Common to good strained, on the basis of 280 Ib. per bbl. 
is quoted at $6 and D grade also $6 per bbl. 

WINDow GLass.—Among jobbers it is a little early 
yet for spring business, buyers apparently awaiting de- 
velopments, with here and there some who are appre- 
hensive as to the possibilities of hostilities. Current 
business is a trifle better, we are told, but not very much 
greater so far. The prevailing opinion is that there 
will be quite a scarcity of glass later if anticipated busi- 
ness materializes, and manufacturers and jobbers say 
they are looking for a good trade soon. 

Window glass prices are as follows: 

Single thick, first three brackets, A quality, 84 and 3 r 
cent; single thick, first three brackets, B quality, 86 and 6 
per cent; single thick, larger than the first three brackets, 
A and B quality, 83 and 3 per cent; double thick, all sizes, 
A quality, 84 and 3 per cent, and double thick, all sizes, B 
quality, 86 and 3 per cent discount. 

Rope.—The receipt of Manila hemp fiber varies with 
the factories using it, but in some instances it is com- 
ing along in a little better volume, although in no sense 
normal, overland cars arriving occasionally that have 
long been eastbound. Manila hemp prices are very 
strong and there have been recent advances which if 
increased much more may force manufacturers to name 
higher prices for rope. 

Manila rope, first grade, is 24c., second grade 23c. and third 
grade 21c. base per Ib. 

Sisal rope is, first grade, 20c., and second grade 19c. base 
per Ib. 

LINSEED O1L.—The linseed oil market is strong with 
spot oil scarce and futures, among crushers who will 
sell, at about the same prices as spot oil. Several of 
the crushers are out of the market entirely. Seed on 
March 30 closed at $2.97% per bu. and oil, it is said, 
cannot be made to sell at present prices with seed at 
that figure.. One individual of long experience in a 
large concern said that it was over twenty-five years 
since linseed oil had sold at $1 per gal. 

Linseed oil, raw, city brands, is $1.05 in 5 or more bbl. and 
$1.06 per gal. in less than 5 bbl. Calcutta oil is $1.25 per gal. 

State and Western oil crughers are practically out of this 
market. 

CuHAINS.—The Bridgeport Chain Co., Bridgeport, 
Conn., manufacturing weldless steel wire chains, an- 
nounces a revision of prices, effective April 2, which are 
now ready for distribution. 


Pumps.—The Goulds Mfg, Company, Seneca Falls, 
N. Y., advanced prices on its entire line of hand, spray, 
power and centrifugal pumps, effective from April 5. A 
new discount sheet dated April 1 is ready for distribu- 
tion.

REGARDLESS of war talk, business in the Chicago 
territory pursues the even tenor of its way. Job- 
bers report a steady influx of orders, although there is 
a tendency to order in small quantities. Garden tools, 
seeds interior paints and varnishes, and similar lines 
are moving freely and the demand for poultry netting, 
mechanics’ tools and steel goods is correspondingly 
heavy. Builders’ hardware is not moving as freely 
as was expected, but the season is hardly on as yet 
and there is every indication of extensive building 
operations, despite the high prices of material. 

The freight situation is somewhat relieved, jobbers 
reporting that merchandise is coming in, and wher- 
ever there is a quantity of merchandise ready for 
shipment, deliveries are reasonably certain. However, 
shortages are developing in more lines daily, and in 
many cases jobbers are at sea in regard to obtaining 
goods. It is understood that the Government has 
placed large orders with producers of steel, and as 
these orders have a preference over domestic contracts, 
the scarcity of merchandise of a metallic nature is 
growing more and more serious. 

There is still considerable complaint on the part of 
jobbers, to the effect that retailers are not keeping 
pace with prices, and numerous instances are reported 
where merchandise has been sold at retail for less than 
the price at which the goods can be replaced in stock. 
In contrast with this condition, jobbers appear to be 
taking all advances as soon as announced. 

There are reports of crop shortages in parts of 
Kansas and Nebraska, and unless the drouth condi- 
tions are relieved in the near future, the winter wheat 
crop will be exceedingly light. Up to date this has 
not had any effect on trade, but a serious shortage 
would necessarily curtail the buying power of the 
districts affected. 

Retail stocks in this vicinity are reported to be 
below what they were at the same time last year, 
which necessitates constant ordering to meet the con- 
sumer demand. Cash sales are above normal and col- 
lections are fair. 

The usual number of price advances have made their 
appearance during the past week, and there is a gen- 
eral feeling of expectancy that prices in many lines 
are due for further advances.

ITH the country on the eve of declaring war 

against Germany and almost daily conferences 
being held between steel manufacturers and Govern- 
ment officials at Washington, D. C., as to what the steel 
mi.ls in the United States are prepared to do in the 
matter of furnishing promptly war equipment of all 
kinds, the whole steel trade is naturally in a state of 
high tens:on, and developments of this week, starting 
with the sitting of an extra session of Congress on 
April 2, are very eagerly awaited. One fact stands 
out prominently, and that is, there is bound to be 
further heavy advances in prices on nearly all kinds of 
steel products, and some of these have already taken 
place. The Government has started to place orders 
for war equipment, and only a few days ago placed a 
very large contract with the American Steel & Wire 
Company for wire nets to be used in trapping U-boats. 
These wire nets are to be delivered in record-breaking 
time, and wi.l be placed in the channels at the entrance 
of all the prominent harbors in this country. The 
American Steel & Wire Company, like other concerns 
that will furnish war equipment to the Government, 
will put aside all orders necessary to allow the com- 
pany to fill these important Government contracts at 
the earliest possible moment. Recently, the Govern- 
ment placed a contract for 18,000 to 20,000 plates, 
% in, thick, with a large sheet mill concern that has 
jobbing mills capable of turning out this product. The 
order was received by the company on a Tuesday morn- 
ing and on the Saturday morning following the entire 
order was loaded on the cars for shipment to one of the 
navy yards. In this case also foreign and domestic 
orders on the books of the company were simply pushed 
aside and all the energy of its productive capacity was 
used in getting out the order, the plates being rolled and 
put on the cars for shipment in less than 96 hours. It is 
very evident that many records are going to be made in 
the matter of time in furnishing equipment to our 
Government. ; 

While Government buying has been heavy in the past 
week, domestic has also been very active, consumers 
fearing that with the large contracts being placed by 
the Government for earliest possible delivery they may 
be compelled to wait longer than usual for their con- 
tracts to be filled, and they are trying to get under 
cover as fast as possible. Most of the buying in the 
past week or two has been for delivery in the second 
half of 1917 and first half of 1918. None of the steel 
mills has any material of moment to sell for delivery 
before the second half of this year, and on some lines 
of steel products, notably steel plates, steel shapes, 
steel bars, iron and steel boiler tubes and other prod- 
ucts, the mills have none to sell for this year’s delivery. 
The Government has made up a program of large and 
small ships which is going to take enormous quantit'es 
of boiler tubes, and the famine in the supply of boiler 
tubes that has existed for some months will, no doubt, 
become more acute. This will also like!y apply in a 
milder degree on other products. 

Advancing prices continue to be the order of the day, 
as they have been for many months past. Within a week, 
Bessemer pig iron is up $2 to $3 per ton, having sold 
in small lots at as high as $4 Valley Furnace, and 
Bessemer iron is also up $3 to $4, having sold in very 
large lots at $35 Valley furnace. Semi-finished s‘eel 
in the form of sheet bars and billets is up about $5 
per ton. One sale was made recently of 15,000 tons 
of open hearth sheet bars at $72.50 per gross ton, 
maker’s mill. This is the highest price ever reached 
on this class of material in the history of the steel 
trade. In plates, sensational advance in prices con- 
tinues to be made. One mill has sold 3000 tons of hull 
plates for delivery in the first quarter of 1918 at 8c. 
per Ib. at mill. There has also been a heavy advance 
In prices of cast-iron pipe, and one mill has advanced 
prices of black and galvanized steel pipe not less than $10 
per ton, and a general advance of fully this amount is 


looked for to be made by all the mills this week. As 
yet, fixed prices have not been made on tin plate or 
sheets for delivery over last half of 1917, but this will 
very likely be done during this week. A session of the 
general sales agents in various cities of the American 
Sheet & Tin Piate Company is being held th's week in 
its offices in the Frick Building, in this city. Before 
this convention of sales agents adjourns, the prices on 
sheets and tin plate for last half of this year’s delivery 
will have been given out, and will no doubt be quickly 
adopted by the independent manufacturers of sheets 
and tin plate. The whole steel market seems to be in 
line for further advance in prices to come at an early 
date. All the happenings noted above naturally have 
the effect of putting up prices on all lines of goods 
carried by the hardware trade, and almost daily local 
hardware jobbers receive word from manufacturers, 
either of the withdrawal of prices, or of new lists 
being sent out carrying heavy advances in prices. The 
very rapid advances in prices of goods have put jobbers 
in an enviable position, as most of them bought heavily 
last year at very much lower prices than are ruling 
now, and they are participating in the luxury of good 
profits. The jobbers are urging the retailers to get 
in orders for spring stock as early as possible, as there 
is bound to be a shortage in the supply of goods, and 
jobbers say they will not be ab’e to fill their orders as 
rapidly, or in as large quantities as the retail trade 
will desire. Jobbers say there is no risk whatever in 
buy:ng goods ahead for three or four months or longer, 
as prices are certain to be higher. 


WirE Nali.s.—Intimations are given that further 
heavy advances in prices of wire nails may be an- 
nounced at any time. Manufacturers say that the de- 
mand is enormous and they are able to get 10 to 15c. 
per keg advance over regular prices when they are 
able to ship out wire nails promptly. There is a serious 
shortage in the supply of wire nails and this is liable 
to get worse. Fairly large contracts have been made 
for wire nails on the basis of $3.30 and $3.35 per keg, 
these prices being 10 to 15c. higher than the official 
prices. Prices in effect to the large trade in carloads 
and larger lots are as follows: 

Wire nails, $3.20 base per keg: galvanized, 1 in. and 
longer, including large-head barb roofing na ls, taking an ad- 
vance over ths price of $2.20 and shorter than 1 in., $2.70. 

SHEETS.—During this week the American Sheet & 
Tin Plate Company is expecting to announce its prices 
on blue annealed, electrical, Bessemer b!ack and gal- 
vanized sheets for delivery over last half of 1917. It 
is said that No. 28 Bessemer sheets have sold at 5.75 
to 6c. at mill, but it is not likely the official prices, to 
be fixed this week, will be that high. Whatever prices 
are adopted by the American Sheet & Tin P.ate Com- 
pany, it is quite certain that prices of the independent 
mills will be fully as high, and with some mills they 
may be more. Most sheet mills are now quoting 5.50c. 
minimum on Nos. 9 and 10 blue annealed, 5.50 to 5.75c. 
on No. 28 Bessemer black sheets and 7 to 7.50c. on 
No. 28 gage galvanized sheets. These prices are quoted 
only to the large shipping trade, the usual advance 
being charged by jobbers to the small trade. 


Cut Natts.—The La BEe!le Iron Works, Steubenville, 
Ohio, the only makers of cut nails in the Pittsburgh 
district, reported new demand heavy and say they are 
booked in shipments on cut nails six to eight weeks, 
due to the very heavy demand. We quote cut nails in 
carload lots to jobbers at $3.75 to $3.85 base, f.o.b. 
Pittsburgh. 


NvuTs AND Bo.ts.—As yet makers of nuts and bolts 
have not seen fit to advance their prices, but this may 
come at any time. The new demand is abnormally 
heavy and quite considerable shipments of nails and 
bolts are being made abroad. Most makers favor a 
stiff advance in prices on nails and bolts, while others 
think it well to wait a little longer to see if other 
goods advance in price. Discounts now in effect are 
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as follows, delivered in lots of 300 lb. or more, when 
the actual freight rate does not exceed 20c. per 100 Ib., 
terms 30 days net, or 1 per cent for cash in 10 days:

WirE.—The new demand for plain and barb wire and 
in fact for all kinds is abnormally heavy and mills are 
back in deliveries 8 to 10 weeks or longer. There is 
an insistent heavy export demand for barb wire and 
large contracts from the Allies are being filled by do- 
mestic mills. A general advance in price on all kinds 
of wire is looked for any time. Prices in effect on the 
different grades of wire in carloads and larger lots to 
the large jobbing trade are as follows: 

. x basic wire is $3.25 per 100 lb.; annealed fence wire, 
Nos. to 9, $3.15; galvanized wire, $3.85; galvanized barb 
wire and fence staples, $4.05; painted barb wire, $3.35; pol- 
ished fence staples, $3.35; cement-coated nails, $3.10, base, 
these prices being subject to the usual advances for the 
smaller trade, all f.o.b. Pittsburgh, freight added to point of 
delivery, terms 60 days net, less 2 per cent off for cash in 10 


days. Discounts on woven-wire fencing are also lowered two 
points, effective March 5, and are now 51 per cent off list for 
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carload lots, 50 per cent off for 1000-rod lots, and 49 per cent 
off for small lots, f.o.b, Pittsburgh. 

To the retail trade, the usual advances over the above 
prices are charged, these ranging from $4 to $7 and $8 
per ton. 


STEEL Bars.—While the nominal price of the Car- 
negie Steel Company on steel bars remains at 3.35¢., 
this is purely a nominal price, as this concern is not 
in position to take new orders for steel bars and make 
shipments before next year. Other makers of steel bars 
that can ship out in three or four months are quoting 
3.50c. and as high as 3.75c. at mill. 


We quote steel bars in carloads and larger lots at 3.50c. to 
3.75c., while in small lots from warehouse they are bringing 
4c. to 4.25c., depending on the order and quantity. The new 
demand for common iron bars is heavy and prices ruling very 
firm. We now quote refined iron bars in carloads at .50c., 
and railroad test bars at 3.65c. in carload and larger lots, 
f.o.b. Pittsburgh. 


WINbow GLass.—The American Window Glass Com- 
pany of this city reports a small increase in demand 
for window glass in the past two weeks, the trade buy- 
ing freely in order to stock up for the expected heavy 
spring demand. It is said the outlook for the building 
trade is better than it was last year at this time, in 
spite of the high prices ruling for labor and building 
materials of all kinds. Prices of window glass to the 
jobbing trade are as follows:

TWIN CITIES 


Minneapolis and St. Paul, 
March 31, 1917. 

At last the snow is nearly gone and people are begin- 

ning to take a real interest in industries and 
pastimes that are seasonable. Baseball, tennis and 
fishing are becoming topics of interest, and with the 
opening of new golf links near, golf is going to have 
a prominence here not known before. The Boy Scouts 
are anticipating good hiking weather and purchasing 
their equipment. And contractors in all lines are be- 
ginning to hurry their work forward to close with as 
many jobs for the season as possible. Automobile 
accessories are filling more space and are proving of 
interest. That bane of the retailer’s existence, the 
figuring of wire cloth in odd widths and sizes, is begin- 
ning to be felt. The bulk of the wire cloth business 
at present is with the contractor and sash and door 
factories, but the consumer shows interest along this 


line also. On the whole, the retail trade finds a careful, 


consistent buying public, that makes it its business to 
buy what is necessary for work or recreation and to do 
without the other things. We do not have the advan- 
tage of as high salaries as the eastern districts, and the 
local food prices are soaring, leaving less for other 
purchases. 

Indeed it is a question with many people whether the 
high prices of building supplies will not seriously curtail 
building operations. It will undoubtedly stop some of 
the smaller building and loan associations and the small 
contractors who build to sell on small payments. The 
car situation, with the advent of milder weather, shows 
great improvement, but there is a long way to go yet 
before conditions are anywhere near normal. And to 
add to transportation troubles, we are going to meet a 
higher rate on all things, due to the higher wages 
demanded by railroad employees. Again the consumer 
must ultimately pay, but the hardware trade will feel 
the effect first. It is something to be carefully watched, 
as many people do not think of freight charges as being 
part of the cost of their goods. ° 

This being the last week in the month, buying, both 
by consumer and retailer, has been held down in order to 
have the advantage of longer time in which to pay. 
There undoubtedly will be a decided increase in sales 
beginning next Monday. The retailer finds himself 


fairly well stocked, due to brisk buying at the first of 


the year. The jobbers look for quickening in trade with 
the beginning of spring work. 

There have been very few price changes during the 
week. Beginning April 2 the new screw prices will be 
in effect, and this advance wil! undoubtedly be followed 
to some extent in the heavier bolt products at an early 
date, although no announcement has been made as yet. 
Turpentine and oil show the strengthening influence of 
approaching painting weather. Prices are firm on 
white lead. 

We quote from jobbers’ stocks, f.o.b. Chicago, Curtis white 
lead, $10.75 per 100 Ib. 

WIRE NAILS AND Braps.—No change is shown in the 
jobbing quotation on nails or wire products. Demand is 
increasing and the supply is no better. 

We quote from local jobbers’ stocks standard wire nails at 

$3.80 base and coated wire nails at $3.70 base. Brads at 75 
per cent discount from standard list. 
' WIRE AND STAPLES.—With the above items this class 
of goods remains at old quotations. Spring calls for 
barbed wire will increase as the ground dries out. We 
quote from local jobbers’ stocks: 

Galvanized Glidden cattle wire, $3.71 By 80-rod_ spool ; 
painted Glidden cattle wire, $3.16 per 80-rod spool ; tag we 
Glidden hog wire, $3.87 per 80-rod spool; painted Glidden ho, 
wire, $3.30 per 80-rod spool; No. 9 black annealed smoot 
wire, $3.75 per cwt.; No. 9 galvanized annealed smooth wire,

WIRE CLOTH.—The consumer is bestirring himself to 
have his screens in good condition, and retailers feel the 
welcome increase in trade. There is some debate among 
local retailers as to the advisability of selling the wire 
cloth by weight instead of by the square foot. We quote 
from local jobbers’ stocks: 

12 mesh black painted wire cloth, $2 per 100 sq. ft.; 12 
mesh galvanized wire cloth, $2.50 per 100 sq. ft., 14 mesh 
bronze wire cloth, $10 per 100 sq. ft. 

Bouts.—Retailers have been carefully reviewing their 
stocks to be in readiness for the call and to forestall any 
advance.

Small machine bolts, 50 per cent ; large machine bolts, 30-10 
per cent; small carriage bolts, 45-5 per cent; large carriage 
bolts, 35 per cent; lag screws, 40-10 per cent; stove bolts, 
60-10 per cent. 

Rope.—The market is strong and the supply of fiber 
is no better. An increase in price of fiber argues for 
an increase in the price of the finished product at some 
time in the near future. —

SHEETS AND TIN.—No change on these items has 


developed. There is an increase of call for corrugated 


and plain sheets for building. 


We quote from local jobbers’ stocks black sheets at $6 per 
cwt. base, and galvanized sheets at $8 r cwt. base; I. C. 
roofing, 8-lb. coating, 20 x 28 tin at $15.75 per box; bright 
charcoal, 8-lb. coating, 20 x 28, at $23 per box. 


PouLtry NETTING.—Very little is being sold at 
present. Retailers stocks are full. 

We quote from local jobbers’ stocks galvanized before 
weaving yoalery netting at 70-20-10 per cent discount from 
standard list. 


OI AND TURPENTINE.—The weakening in the price of 
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turpentine seems to have been checked and the price has 
climbed steadily since the first of the week. Linseed oil 
has begun to advance as painting weather approaches. 

We quote from local jobbers’ stocks raw linseed oil, barrel 
lots, $1.04 per gal.; boiled linseed oil in barrel lots, $1.05 per 
gal., and turpentine in barrel lots, 54c. per gal. 

GuLass.—No change in price, but a slight quickening 
of sales in a retail way is reported. Minor repairs 
being made by house owners are the cause. 

We quote from local jobbers’ stocks, single strength, A 
grade, first three brackets, 85 per cent; remained, 87 per cent; 
double strength, A grade, 87 per cent from list. 

MIXED PAINTS.—Retailers report a very satisfactory 
increase in this line, due to house cleaning. Inside 
paints and varnishes show the best sales so far, as the 
weather does not permit of much outdoor work.

USINESS in shelf hardware lines continues to be 

brisk and sales, at least in money value, are a little 
above normal for this period of the year. In heavy 
hardware the same statement holds, but it is unquestion- 
ably true that it is the greatly increased prices which 
make this favorable appearance. There is little doubt 
that the high cost of heavy hardware is actually limiting 
sales from the tonnage basis. The situation in regard 
to wire nails is becoming increasingly acute. Both job- 
bers and retailers are utilizing every resource in an 
effort to meet the demand with less and less success. 
The upward trend of prices is, if anything, increasing, 
and quotations upon many lines are not vouched for 
except on the day of issue, as most of the price 
advances come without warning and in a _ steady 
stream. 


One element is at work to greatly increase the sales 
of farm and garden tools, seeds and all other lines that 
enter into the business of the country districts. This 
is the agitation in so many cities to make use of vacant 
lots for gardening purposes. The high cost of living, 
the agitation for the use of vacant city lots, and the 
widespread agitation of commercial bodies and farmers’ 
organizations for agricultural preparedness affords the 
hardware dealer an unusual opportunity to build up a 
good business this year in all lines affected by these 
various efforts. Jobbers already report that results of 
this propaganda are becoming evident and expect a 
large demand a little later as the educational work 


spreads among the people who are most affected by the 
high cost of living. 

Transportation difficulties continue and deliveries on 
practically everything are slow and uncertain. Busi- 
ness in hardware is hardly pausing because of the crisis 
in our country’s affairs, and the building movement for 
this spring is apparently lively in nearly all sections of 
New England. 

The next week or two will see a decided advance in 
raw materials and all those products that are close to 
raw materials. It is expected that there will be a sharp 
advance in steel, bolts and nuts, chain and probably in 
refined iron, on which the market is very stiff at this 
time. 

The new prices upon wringers have been issued 
and show advances from $1.50 to $5 a dozen. The 
Atlas Tack Company has advanced prices on prac- 
tically everything but copper tacks from 5 to 7% per 
cent. Trunk and clout nails are also included in the 
advance. North Brothers’ “Yankee” ratchet and spiral 
screw drivers, hand and breast drills and other tools 
have been advanced 10 per cent. Bit braces of the 
Stanley Rule and Level Company and the Peck, Stow 
& Wilcox Company are now quoted at 10 per cent high- 
er. Among other 10 per cent advances are the Rome 
Mfg. Company’s tea kettles and boilers; National En- 
ameling & Stamping Company’s galvanized stamped 
goods; zinc oilers; spring balances; Bohannon-Wilson 
locks and latches, and cabinet and trunk locks. 
Japanned and galvanized coal hods are up about 15 
per cent and “Vanco” mop wringers are up $2 a 
dozen. 


CINCINNATI 


Office of HARDWARE AGE, 
Cincinnati, April 2, 1917. 
O-OPERATIVE buying was the principal subject 
discussed at a special meeting of the Cincinnati 
Hardware Guild, called on the evening of March 29 
by President Kobmann. The attendance was larger 
than usual and included quite a number of suburban 
merchants who are interested in the proposition. After 
considerable discussion it was decided to try out the 
scheme only on certain articles and wringers were 
picked out as the first item. It was the consensus of 
those present that the merchants should make all par- 
chases possible in Cincinnati. Another matter that 
was discussed was the proposition of marking up prices 
in conformity with present costs. Although this matter 
has been discussed at previous meetings, it was found 
that many merchants are still selling the same goods 
practically at the same prices quoted by the jobbers. 
Reports from nearly all merchants indicate that the 
volume of business for the first quarter of 1917 will 
exceed that of 1916 all the way from 5 to 20 per cent, 
and in a few cases more than the last named figure. 
However, the percentage of net profits will not be as 
great as may be imagined on account of higher costs 
paid for goods. 


The suburban merchants report a Very active busi- 
ness in poultry netting, garden and farming tools, 
paints, seeds, etc. They also state that the cash trade 
is improving and is better proportionately than the 
charge accounts. 

The railroad freight situation has improved very 
much and jobbers are now able to make prompt ship- 
ments to nearly all nearby points supplied from this 
center. 

The mill supply houses continue making very satis- 
factory reports, and just now they are much better able 
to make deliveries of all kinds of mill and shop sup- 
plies than thirty days ago, although there are yet some 
complaints of delays in shipments from the factories. 
We quote jobbers’ prices as follows: 


Rivets, 35 per cent discount; stove bolts, 65 and 5 per cent 
discount ; machine bolts, % in., 4 in. and smaller, 50 per cent 
discount, larger and longer 30 and 10 per cent discount; car- 
riage bolts, % x 6-in. and smaller, 45 and 5 per cent discount: 
larger and longer, 30 per cent discount; files, 50 and 10 per 
cent discount; hack saw blades, 10 per cent discount; coach 
screws, 45 per cent discount; set screws, 45 per cent discount; 
sap screws, 40 per cent discount. The mill price on No. 28 
galvanized sheets is to-day 7.65c. Cincinnati or Newport, Ky., 
and on black sheets, 5.65c. The nominal price of No. 10 blue 
annealed is 5.15c. These figures also represent about what 
the warehouses are quoting.

In this new propa- 
ganda, which has now assumed national proportions, 
there is a fine opportunity for the hardware mer- 
chant to put in his oar and make a lot of progress 
with it, too. Heretofore, back-yard gardening was 
viewed as a pleasant diversion, and if it cost $10 
and a summer’s spare time to raise three ears of 
corn and a couple of pale tomatoes, there was a gen- 
eral laugh all around. But with ers‘while plebeian 
cabbage selling at 35c. a head, even cold slaw is con- 
sidered a patrician dish. The public is cocking a 
very attentive ear to back yard gardening these 
days. Now, then, you see the point we are driving 
at. The public will shortly make a grand rush for 
garden tools and they will buy them in a different 
spirit than formerly. Hoes, rakes, spading forks, 
cultivators, etc., will be selected with as much care 
as a new golfer picks out his sticks. And instead 
of selling a few ordinary tools, the hardware man 
is going to dispose of complete equipment, for the 
public is going into this gardening business as a 
matter of cold dollars and cents. So we say stock 
up on garden tools and get busy with the news- 
paper ads. As a starter, we show you this ad sent 
us by J. R. Gamble, vice-president of the Tullis- 
Gamble Hardware Company, Montgomery, Ala. Mr. 
Gamble tells us that the newspapers of his town 
have put in force a stiff advance in advertising rates 
so that he wants to make every ad tell on the profit 
side of the ledger. He wants us to tell him what we 
think of his efforts. It is a pleasure for us to tell 
Mr. Gamble that this is a mighty good ad. First, 
because it has a fine, eye-attracting cut; second, be- 
cause the heading makes the idea behind the ad as 
plain as daylight; third, because of the well-written 
opening paragraph and its quick tie-up to the sell- 
ing end of the ad. We might add, too, that the dis- 
play of the ad is well handled which makes it easy 
to read. But this ad can be made stronger, and 
here’s the way to go about it. Make the creative 
thought stronger by emphasizing how the back yard 
may. cut the cost of living. Don’t just say it, but 
prove it by tables showing the average production 
of a plot say 25 ft. square, the value of this pro- 
duction at present prices, which of course shows the 
saving in the family food bill minus expense for 
tools, seed, plants and fertilizer. Plenty of these 
tables are appearing in special articles and one may 
be easily made up to suit local conditions. Next, in 
addition to a general list of items, make up a special 
beginner’s outfit. Feature it at a special price and 
allow ‘your customers to deduct the price of any 
tools that they may at present have on hand. We 
believe the featuring of such an outfit would greatly 
increase sales, as you make it easy for a man to get 
a start on gardening in the right fashion. You 
might feature this outfit as being selected by some 
prominent man qualified for the job. Lastly, elab- 
orate on the pleasure of eating home-grown foods 
and the health there is in the work. If you hard- 
ware men will work along these lines for a few 
weeks, we’ll guarantee you'll be cleaned out of gar- 
. den tools. This year there is a big economic force 
in motion to help you do it. Get busy.

Eureka Rim Compressor 


The Eureka Rim Compressor Com- 
pany, Inc., Addison, N. Y., has re- 
cently brought out the Eureka rim 
compressor, a tool for removing and 
replacing automobile tires used on 
demountable rims of the split type.

After let- 
ting the air out of the tire and unlock- 
ing the rim, the T end of the com- 
pressor is placed 2 or 3 in. from the 
end of the rim that 1s to be com- 
pressed. Then the compressor is 
placed straight across the rim so as 
to grip it on the opposite side. The 
compressor is then grasped with the 
left hand near the hook and with the 
right hand the lever is pulled toward 
the user until the rim is fully com- 
pressed. The tool automatically locks 
in that position. / 

To replace the rim, the compressor 
is placed across it, the hook end at 
the left still held in the left hand at 
a point some distance from the split. 
The handle is turned until the flat T 
end of the device drops in the middle

of the inside of the rim. Then by 
pulling the handle to the right the rim 
is forced back into place. 

This rim compressor is adjustable 
to various sizes of rims. It is finished 
in black japan and lists at $3.
